Although P. A. Norris is engaged in 
very extensive building operations in­ 
cluding a brick residence, convenient 
outhouses, among which is a stric Iv 
sanitary shed for dairy cows, his, p ar­ 
ticular pride is his corn crop which 
is growing on the ground on which 
he raised his 
demonstration

crops for the past two years, some 
18 acres in all.
